Petition*, of applicants for public office 
are signed often carelessly and indiscrimi- 
nately by everybody. It doesn't seem 
to re.piire much effort for an applic ant to 
get up a good, well worded petition, nil- 
IIII IOmIj signed, but after this is done he 
is not certain about securing the office he 
wants. Kor there are generally so many 
fellows after the same place, and with 
petitions an largely signed that none of 
then can calculate what their chances 
are. This has been the case for years 
and is likely to remain so. Hut after all 
it appi ars to be the lieot method we have 
now. And it can lie made more effective 
by a little closer scrutiny. The men who 

make the** application* ihoold be known 

to be Capable and of the strictest integ- 

clse who occupies ■ responsible public 
position should sign the |s-tition of an 
applicant unless he is personally known 
to him to be worthy. This would not be 
popular but it would !*■ business. Bring 
the matter down to a business transac-
